Pithiviers in combination with the ad-
vance of the right centre of the army
at Arthenay to the some point. While
these movements were being made de-
tachments of the enemy were in every
case driven toward the Beaune. Here
at 2 P. M: the enemy massed 40,000
men. The French attacked the Prusian
position fiom the South, capturing two
guns. At nighfall the Germans seemed
to be retreating further north.
